Dear Mr. Brownman: 


Your letter of 11 October 1973 requests the Defense 
Intelligence Agency reconsider its decision to not 
provide instructional personnel in-support of the CIA 
Information Science Training Program. This decision has 
been reviewed several times since 3 February 1972 when 
this Agency notified the Chairman, United States Intelli- 
gence Board, that it could no longer fund or provide 
personnel for the program. Each review has been under- 
taken with a positive attitude toward support of this 
valuable program but decrements in manpower and funds 
continue. 


I would like to call your attention to the meeting of 

30 April 1973 wherein DIA agreed to provide housekeeping 
and guard service for the Center throughout FY 1974 

but would not provide funds or personnel (memo to DCI 
attached). At this meeting CIA agreed to this arrangement. 
Recently DIA has been asked to submit plans for further 
reductions in force. These reductions will seriously 
impact on our ability to carry out our assigned military 
intelligence responsibilities and, therefore, negate our 
capability to support other activities such as the 
Information Science Training Program. 


I wish you continued success in this essential training 
program and am sorry that my response could not have 
been more favorable.
